ULSTER TOLD 
HOW TO GET 
CONCESSIONS 


Sir Edward Grey Says Home 
Rule Bill Is Open to Modifica- 
tion Which Does Not Change 
Chief Objects of the Measure 


GOVERNMENT IS FIRM 


(Special to the Monitor) 

BERWICK, Scotland-—In the speech 
which he delivered to his constituents at 
Berwick recently, Sir Edward Grey, as 
already reported by cable, made it quite 
clear that he regarded the Ulster ques- 
tion as being the most pressing prob- 
lem in the politics of the United King- 
dom at the present moment. 

Sir Edward Grey usually makes use 
of these opportunities to review the 
policy of the foreign office, but at the 
outset of his speech at Berwick he ex- 
plained to his auditors that he did not 
propose to speak about foreign affairs, 
but to open his mind to them about 
that which he described as “the most 
critical question in our home affairs at 
the present moment, the question of 
Ireland.” 

Sir Edward Grey took up the ques- 
tion, if not from a new standpoint, at 
any rate from a standpoint from which 
it is seldom reviewed. He urged that 
the reasons for granting self-government 
to Ireland were the same as would ulti-, 
mately compel them to grant self-gov- 
ernment to Scotland, and to divisions of 
England for purely domestic affairs, 


it, Ulster insisted that home rule would 
mean destruction to Ulster or_to the 
Protestants in Ulster. He did not agree 
to that for a moment, but he would ask 
Ulstermen to consider what was a simple 
fact—that a continuance of the existing 
congestion in the House of Commons 
meant the destruction of the House of 
Commons. 

If the only alternative offered by 
Ulster wag a continuance of those con- 
ditions, then they must resort to all 
methods that are needed to put an end 
to the existing state of things, and if 
violence was used to resist home rule, 
in order that the existing state of things 
might be maintained, then they must 
meet violence by violence. 

The Liberal party, he declared, shared 
the aversion to the use of force, and 
would welcome a settlement, but, as far 
as they were concerned, if there was to 
be a settlement by consent, it would 
have to be a settlement consistent with | 
the conditions laid down by the prime 
minister in his speech at Iladybank. As 
to the proposal to exclude Ulster, he 
would ask what Ulster was really afraid 
of. Were they afraid of unfair treat- 
ment by the Parliament and government 
in Dublin? If so, would they not con- 
sider that it was absolutely absurd to 
suppose that an Irish Parliament could 
bring in legislation inimical to the inter- 
ests of Protestants. 

Why would they not say a little more 
definitely, Sir Edward Grey asked, what 
they were afraid of under home rule? 
He had not had time to follow al] the 
speeches on the question, but as far as 
he could gather, the real root of the 
difficulty in the whole matter, seemed to 
be the fear, or the belief in Ulster that 
under a home rule Parliament there 
would be religious intolerance towards 
them.

OF CUMBERLAND IS 
116,000,000 MARKS

BERLIN, Germany—The compiler of 
the Saxon Millionaires Year Book, Coun- 
cillor Martin, makes some interesting 
statements in the Brunswick Millionaires 
Year Book, which he is shortly going to 
publish. 

The so-called Guelph fund, which is 
the amount paid by Prussia to the de- 
posed King George V. as compensation 
for the confiscation of his private prop- 
erty, is still under Prussian administra- 
tion. This fund amounts to 48,000,000 
marks, the interest of which has been 
paid to the Duke of Cumberland since the 
year 1892. 

If the agitation of the Guelph party 
in Hanover should make it necessary for 
Prussia to take any steps in the matter, 
the latter country has the power to with- 
hold the payment of the interest, and 
this power was exercised by Prussia dur- 
ing the years 1868-1892. The total value 
of the Duke of Cunrberland’s estate is

BERLIN, Germany—What may be con-

From the very nature of things, it ‘s 
possible that most of the problem will 
fall upon the wife.

She looks after the home ex- 
penditures. The multitude of little 
things that cut so deeply into the family 
finances are mostly entrusted to her care. 

Upon her business ability, her fore- 
sight and her economy, therefore, de- 
pends mainly the succeas of the home 
and the home today, like everything 
else, can be expressed in terms of money, 
some way, or there is likely to be but 
a questionable happiness, or misery and 
sorrow that may end either in discom- 
fiture or disaster. é 

It will take but a few weeks of book- 
keeping attempts to prove that the wo- 
man’s task is no simple one. Many a 
woman and many a man has tried to 
keep track of expenditures and given it 
up in despair, as not being worth the 
trouble. “The money comes; the money 
goes; that’s all there is to it. Life is 
too short for such a grind.” Such is the 
burden of their complaints. 

The money income should be looked 
upon as a bundle of funds, and each fund 
in turn should be looked ypon as a 
smaller bundle of funds. The whole 
idea in keeping accounts of expenditures, 
should be to put the expenses together 
and to determine their relative import- 
ante with regard to size and importance. 
It resolves itself into a matter of pro- 
portion, good taste and common sense.

How shall the expenses of 
a family be classified, when there are 
so many different needs, so many wants 
and individual tastes, such varying ages! 

We must provide for companionship. 
Therefore, every family should make 
provisions for entertaining friends oc- 
casionally, at least. It is also imper- 
ative to keep abreast the times, and for 
this purpose we must buy books and 
magazines, hear lecture courses and 
plavs.

HE FAVORS INCREASE 


To urge upon members of the New 
England railway commissions indorse- 
ment of the Boston & Maine railroad’s 
request for an increase in its passenger 
and freight rates, and the granting of 
the advance so far as it applies to inter- 
state business, Charles A. Prouty, inter- 
state commerce commissioner, came to 
Boston and conferred with them at the 
Federal building. The meeting is to con- 
sider briefs and testimony already sub- 
mitted. 

Just before the conference began Mr. 
Prouty said that it would be private 
and that nothing would be given out 
for publication before the data gathered 
came up for consideration by the inter- 
state commerce commission in Washing- 
ton. 

Frederick J. Macleod, chairman of the 
public service commission, represented 
this state. From the public service com- 
mission of New Hampshire there were 
N. 8S. Niles, John E. Benton, T. W. D. 
Worthen, from Vermont, Robert C. 
Bacon, W. R. Warren and Park H. Pol- 
lard, from Maine, Elmer P. Spofford, 
Frank Keizer and John A. Jones. 

Commissioner Prouty agrees with Pres- 
‘dent Elliott of the New Haven that this 
increase will be necessary to save the 
Boston & Maine from receivership. He 
believes in the Boston & Maine. He 
thinks its managers are sincere in their 
effort to build up the road and favors 
_giving them this much assistance. 

Mr. Prouty, it is known, has labored 
industriously with the other members of 
the interstate commerce commission, and 
has succeeded in winning to his view- 
point all but two of them. He favors 
granting this advance in rates without 
formal application by the railroad, be- 
cause a formal application would neces- 
sitate a hearing at which complaints 
might be presented. 

The Boston Chamber of Commerte has 
been unwilling to refrain from protest 
against a raise in rates, and its represen- 
tative, D. O. Ives, is ready to file such 
protest if the application is made. 


Unless the state commissions will ap- 


prove the advance the interstate com- 
merce commission will have little desire 
to go out of.its way to assist the Bos- 
ton & Maine. It fears the courts would 
not uphold it in establishing the higher 
rate in this case. Commissioner Prouty

The 
only road to efficiency whereby the in- 
terest and joy of work would replace 
the factory pressure and restore the 
good-will and loyalty to the employer

Dr. Eliot was introduced by President 
James F. Brown. 

“Efficiency,” said Dr. Eliot, “means 
more than a large product, and 
than a large return from the employee 
Efficiency means a state of thought 
which will react on the individual him- 
self and become manifest in his work 
and in the interest he takes in his work 
No scheme of efficiency will prove satis- 
factory without the good will of the 
worker. 

“You cannot get efficiency unless there 
is loyalty on the part of the workman, 
and you can’t get loyalty unless the 
workman is contented. 

“It only since democracy got 
firm hold in the world—about 100 years 
ago—and with democracy came in lib- 
erty of association, that the world be- 
gan to be divided into two hostile camps 
now grown stronger—labor and capital 
As we look at it now begin to see 
the limits of the wage itself 
The question is: Can go on still 
further with the wage system and de- 
mocracy? I think not. An _ industrial 
method which gives the workman or 
operative the same motive and interest 
which the owner feels is the only thing 
that is desirable. That’s the road to 
efficiency.”

“FS HE command, “Fear not,” is fre- 
T quently reiterated in the Bible, in 
fact it is so often repeated that 

the thoughtful veader is led to the con- 
clusion that there must be a strong rea- 
son for this injunction. Such a conelu- 
sion is right for in John one may read 
that God loves all men with the same 
love. wherewith he loved Jesus; and in 
Matthew is found this promise: “Behold, 
_I send my measenger before thy face, 
Which shall prepare thy way before thee.” 
Mortality, through all the centuries, 
has endeavored to reverse this God-given 
command to fear not and its attendant 
reason; jas tried to convince men that 
evil and not God's messenger has pre- 
pared the future, filling it with every 
harm; therefore that men ought to fear. 
Mortality suggests constant fear of evil 
as the way to avoid evil when this very 
fear gives evil the only foothold it can 
have, Daily, hourly, momentarily hu- 
manity has tried for ages, and is still 
‘trying, to keep this self-made, fearful, 
so-called law, “Thou shalt fear,” in the 
hope of thus securing immunity from dis- 
cord. What a hopeless task! To “fear” 
is not a law; therefore it cannot be kept;

keep it. To “fear not” is a law, a God- 
made mandate, which is to be kept, and 
by the keeping of which eternal har- 
mony begins to appear. It is not law, 
but the breaking of law, that evokes 
penalty.

God is not in any way to 
blame. 

The day is here for the foregoing 
universal mistake to be corrected for all 
time.

There has been considerable talk of the probability of the 
exploring ship, Fram, being granted the honor of first passage. 
There has been even more talk of sending a warship, probably the 
Oregon, on the initial trip. The present plan js to send a vessel 
belonging to the Panama Railway Company—a practically unknown 
vessel—on this journey. The vessel in question is now plying 
between New York and Colon. By reason of its connection with 
the great work on the zone it has a prior right to consideration. 
It is engaged modestly in trade. It represents better than could any 
battleship what the canal stands for. And it flies the stars and 
stripes. 

The arrangement outlined by Secretary Garrison is not spec- 
tacular, it is not calculated to thrill, but it seems to us to be eminently 
fitting. The spectacular and the thrilling may, be incorporated into 
the formal opening of the waterway in 1915; but let the canal be 
inaugurated, informally and officially, with dignity and simplicity.

'o why educators, when formally assembled, do not-oftener discuss 
the interrelations of the school and the newspaper, both being educa- 
iors and differing only in method of instruction. 

It is a pleasure to note in this connection that, at the approach- 
ing annual meeting of the teachers of the public schools of New 
York state, to be held at Syracuse, this whole large theme is to be 
discussed by educators of both groups, that is, by teachers and by 
journalists. A regent of the state’s public educational system, a 
university professor, a city superintendent and a principal of a 
teachers training school are to speak for the pedagogues, and an 
editor and a teacher in a school of journalism for the newspapers. 
Such a recognition of the pertinency of the problem of defining and 
maintaining a standard of clean journalism is cheering to owners 
and editors of papers that, for conscience’ sake, are now contending 
tor high ideals both as to sources of journalistic revenue through 
nonest advertising and forms of news service purged of evil.

that presage disaster unless altered. This 
indictment, it may be said, is admitted as essentially just by some 
of the most candid and best informed Americans who, while they 
deprecate the fact, are busy altering it. Hence the tardily devised 
“conservation” movements, governmental, corporate and personal. 

Latest of the organized reactions against senseless spending for 
immediate and superficial personal wants rather than for perma- 
nent social and personal needs, is the American Association for 
Thrift. To organize such a society with such an aim is an admis- 
sion of past defects, but it also is a prophecy of betterment. Any 
measure of success the movement may have will be registered posi- 
t.vely 1n increased deposits in banks, in a larger popular demand for 
the staple goods and legitimate luxuries of life, and in increased 
attendance of children on the higher institutions of learning. Nega- 
tively the crusade will reduce the revenue of @orms of amusement 
that pander to the lower sides of man’s life, it will limit the market 
for the sale of unduly costly apparel, and it will give stability to a 
population that needs some new conserving force such as increase of 
property always brings in a civilization. 

Economics come to the aid of ethics in encouraging a national 
revaluation of the virtue of thrift. The pioneers might waste 
resources and spend lavishly ; but their descendants of the ninth gen- 
eration dare not. The day for intensive agriculture, for coopera- 
tive industry, for socialized politics has arrived, when the bold 
adventuring and reckless spending and speculative investing of the 
past must take on a new restraint.

The real instruction is upon the wastefulness of the process, the 
unfair burden it puts upon men of small means but high personal 
worth and creditable ambition, and the failure to put the case as to 
the merits of men fairly before the voters. 

Regulation of spending has gone far in the laws of the state. 
There is a limitation of the amount, but it is so high that it permits 
gross inequalities and a severe handicap on the candidate restrained 
by his purse or by his principles. The purposes for which money 
may be spent are strictly defined and it is to be assumed that they 
are respected. Publicity, the main reliance for holding men in 
check, accomplishes that end to a degree, but obviously not to the 
degree desired. With all the restraints, there remains a condition 
that is neither creditable to the candidates nor advantageous to the 
public. It is a situation that, after all that has been done for pre- 
vention of corrupt practises, is still bad, and being bad demands 
correction. | 

The new Governor has announced that he intends to require 
ihe reform of election expenditure at the outset of his term, and 
ihe present attorney-general, who goes out of office in January, is 
now drafting a law to that end. There should be no partizanship 
in the Legislature's treatment of the present intolerable conditions. 
These, if not corrupting, are at least defiant of the actual interests 
of the state and a bar to the entrance of men of quality and of self- 
respect into political fields. The right of the people to a fair pres- 
entation of the merits of a cause, and of all the candidates, is real, 
and in the light of the most recent experience it is pressing. If 
closer limitations upon candidates are not feasible the whole burden 
of publicity in campaigns will need to be taken over by the state. 
In any case, the excesses must be prevented and the handicap 
removed from honesty and decency, or elections will continue to be 
but faulty expressions of the right impulses of the voters.

best judge of its own needs, and each com- oe 


munity must be granted the right to work 
toward the ends it has in view in its own peculiar way. Some cities 
have commercial clubs, others merchants’ exchanges, others cham- 
bers of commerce, others commercial associations. Baltimore felt 
that it required something different from any and all of these, and 
under the direction of Charles H. Dickey, in the year named, it 
formed what is known as the Greater Baltimore committee. 

Mr. Dickey’s idea was, it appears, that Baltimore had many 
things to say not merely to its own people and the people of Mary- 
land, but to the whole nation. His purpose and the purpose of 
the committee, has been “to project upon the national thought 
through dignified mediums of publicity the opportunities and activ- 
ities of Baltimore and the Chesapeake region.” 

This, to begin with, was a worthy purpose. It was based upon 
the conviction that the great need for the development of the city 
Was an intelligent effort to impress its own people and all others 
that could be reached with the idea that there is in Baltimore a 
lcgical reason for greater activity at home and a greater influx of 
capital and population from other sections. This sums up the whole 
matter, and this having been agreed upon, and substantial support 
for the propagation of this conviction having been obtained, the 
work has gone on and prospered until it has come to be recognized 
at home and abroad that the Greater Baltimore committee 1s one 
of the most forceful and effective civic organizations in the country. 
The two and a half years of work by the committee for the city 1s 
noted and felt on every side. To be sure, the committee might have 
accomplished as much under some other name, but that is not the 
point. The point is that under its chosen name and leadership it 
has accomplished a great deal and bids fair to accomplish a great 
deal more. 


IN THE high schools of some of the western 
: states “honors” or “credits” of a new sort 
Earning | are being bestowed on pupils for activities 
Extra || that are domestic and communal and not 
| scholastic. The system in no wise alters 
grading, as this was traditionally devised. 
It merely offers to the boy or girl tangible 
proof that the school has interest in some- 
thing besides his or her presence at recita- 
tions and success in examinations and labora- 
tory tests. Incidentally the plan must considerably change a school’s 
rating of athletics. What are some of the ways of earning this 
recognition? By active membership in local musical organizations, 
by work done in any local shops and factories, by success in horti- 
culture, gardening or poultry raising, by sharing in road building, 
service in the home, study of the bird life of the region, and prac- 
tise of thrift and economy on a basis of regular deposits in savings 
banks. These are only a few of many ways in which the pupil is 
led to relate his conduct when not in school to the standards of 
conduct and efficiency which he is taught when there. These 
achievements of many kinds have to be properly certified to -by 
employers or parents. In many cases the task done must also be 
formally and intelligently described in an essay submitted to the 
school, if the credit earned is to be bestowed. 

I.ven were the inevitable stimulus to labor and to social service 
which this system provokes in youth lacking, the system would be 
worth testing. For it provides an easy path along which a new 
generation may walk leading to the community school as the social 
center of man’s best political and civic activities. Children who, 
under this system, come to think of referring to the community

school the success or defeat that they may have in practical living, 
are likely, as thev reach the adult stage, to insist that colleges and 
universities shall take a similarly serviceable attitude toward society. 

Providing the school that tries this system insists on using its 
facilities: for ideal and cultural ends while it has the pupils within 
its walls, it is wholly justified in extending its institutional sympa- 
thies and awards to impress upon students the intimate relation 
between theory and practise, self-realization and altruism, knowing 
and doing.

IT WILL be held, perhaps, that Dr. Nicholas 
Murray Butler, president of Columbia Uni- Test 
versity, New York, adds nothing particularly 
new to the sum of human knowledge when, of 
in his annual report to the trustees of that 
institution, he says that the real test and University 
measure of a university's efficiency are not 
to be found in the number of students Work 
enrolled, the size of the endowment, or the 
magnificence of the physical equipment, but 
rather, in “the productive scholarship of the university’s teachers 
and in the quality of the men and women who go out witht the stamp 
of the university upon them.” In somewhat changed attire, and 
with special application, he has presented an old truth in a new and 
a forceful way. “Ye shall know them by their fruits,” said the 
greatest of all teachers nearly 2000 years ago, in one of his striking 
illustrations. So must the universities and all other agencies of 
production under human ken be known and judged, if they are to 
be known rightly and judged righteously. 

It is significant of modern advancement in ethics that Dr. Butler 
<loes not make this plea with the view of winning for Columbia, by 
comparison with its contemporaries, any special consideration. On 
the contrary, he puts it forward in deprecation of the idea that mere 
bigness counts for greatness. Certain newspaper statements left the 
inference that Columbia University is entitled, because of its size, 
to ‘claim precedence over other institutions at home and abroad. 
Columbia has 13,120 enrolled students; but, according to Dr. Butler, 
within the university no such claim is made, no such feeling is enter- 
tained. ‘We should deplore growth in numbers,” he says, “unless 
it were accompanied by a steady increase in the quality of the 
students.”’ 

It is well that this should be said, and everything considered, 
it is better that it should be said just now by the head of a great 
university than of a small one. * The motive of the latter might pos- 
sibly be subjected to question, and no matter how unjustly, this 
would detract from the force of the assertion. That the president 
of one of the most successful universities in the country should 
publicly decry the pretensions of mere bigness is a circumstance that 
should have widespread influence for good. Many Americans have 
yet to learn that big things—big undertakings, big accomplishments 
~~are not, merely because of their bigness, bad or good. They must 
be judged by their fruits.

He has Diplomacy 
touched on the most defective aspect of 
American journalism, and at a time, too, 
when more than ever in national history citizens of the United 
States need knowledge and vision concerning affairs abroad. 

This retired official, with his own experiences in St. Peters- 
burg still vivid in his recgllection, also has a warning word about 
the futility of the United States expecting that amateurs in diplo- 
macy can expect to cope with the resources of men who have made 
it a career and who have mastered its technique. Consequently he 
does not hesitate to urge that Congress establish a national training 
school that may do for the state department what the academies at 
West Point and at Annapolis do for the war and the navy depart- 
ments. He is able to quote, in support of this plan, the president 
of Harvard University, an institution that of late, in its own way, 
has been rearing, training and sending forth young men jnto the 
diplomatic service with some degree of fitness on their part for the 
practical experience that follows a beginning at the foot of the ladder. 

This plan is one that every recent secretary of state, after some 
experience with the duties of his office, would doubtless have 
indorsed without essential modification; and it is one that the coun- 
try is being prepared for by contemporary illustrations of the unfor- 
tunate results of an opposite policy. 

Almost anything that will force upon the nation full and frank 
facing of this important matter must be welcomed, even if it comes 
in untoward events. The education, status, recompense, housing 
and pensioning of American diplomats are matters ripe for debate 
and settlement. But anterior to these is definition of what sort of 
human instruments the United States expects to use in contests on 
which large issues hang and in which mere knowledge often counts 


above almost everything else.
